Now Is Time To Pick Next 
No. 1 Project On Highway 
m a r k s u l u v a n :

Sometimes, it leems, we get so concerned 
about Marin’s highw^ay'lOl deficiencies that 
we forget what progress has been and is being 
made toward correcting them. 
We all know that the Waldo grade and 
^íanzanita, Alto, Corte Madera and Green- 
brae intersections sorely need attention. They 
are extremely hazardous and, because they tend 
to retard the free flow of traffic, often delay 
and otherwise annoy us. 
Officials of the state division of highways 
have on many occasions publicly acknowledged 
the need for attention to each of these points 
and have stated their eventual goal is a six- 
lane divided freeway all the way from the end 
of the Golden Gate bridge to the Sears Point 
turnoff at Ignacio, 
These officials have explained that the work 
%vill be done step-by-step just as rapidly as 
financing is possible. 
Many of us have grown so impatient with 
the delay that we overlook what already 
has been done and is being done. 
Let’s start at the Sonoma county line with 
Highway 101. Several years ago a four-lane, 
divided limited-access highway was built from 
the county line at the San Antonio creek bridge 
all the way south to Ignacio. It replaced a 
narrow obsolete and w’orn-out two lane route. 
The infamous three lane “Dcathstrip” from 
Ignacio south to Mt. Olivet cemetery-just 
north of San Rafacl-is right now in the pro­ 
cess of reconstruction as a four-lane, divided 
limited-access freeway with an overpass at the 
Lucas Valley turnoff. 
Work has commenced on the clearing of 
rights-of-way for widening Francisco boulevard 


to a six-lane, divided freeway with outer "serv­ 
ice roads*' on both sides from the foot of the 
San Rafael skyw^ay out to San Quentin wwe. 
Money already is earmarked for completing 
the job. 
Now word comes that the new state liighw^ay 
budget contains a $200,000 item for construc­ 
ting an overpass at the Santa Venetia turnoff, 
just north of San Rafael city limits. 
For the individual motorist trying to nego­ 
tiate it, a left turn at this intersection probably 
is more hazardous than any other principal 
intersection in the county. It is true that the 
number of cars turning there in a day doesn’t 
come dose to equaling the traffic at Manza- 
nita, Alto, Corte Madera or Greenbrae. 
But the hazard is worst at Santa Venetia 
and the job could be done there for a state 
outlay of only $200,000, compared to several 
million necessary at any of the other points 
mentioned. 
As District Highway Engineer L. A. Wey­ 
mouth remarked not long ago, "I don’t know 
of another place where you can get so much 
relief from hazard for so little money as the 
Santa Venetia project" (owúng to circumstances 
of terrain which make an overpass easy to con­ 
struct). 
Our county supervisors had listed the Santa 
Venetia project as the No .1 need of the county 
so it was quite appropriate that the new state 
highway budget, just prepared, provided for it. 
Now is the time, it seems to us, to decide 
upon a new No. 1 project for our county and 
start to work, to make sure it is included in the 
next state highway budget.

Industry Strikes 


W E SEE BY TH E PAPERS 


To Find Beef, Army Should Look 
Where There Are No Planners' 
Confronted by a domestic beef shortage brought 
on by the planners of the office of price stabiliza­ 
tion, the Army went into the foreign market in 
quest of 20 million pounds of beef. Argentina might 
have been a likely place, but President Peron’s 
planners had got at the supply there first, pro­ 
ducing a shortage even in that land of vast beef 
production. 
The Army 1« now looking into the possibility of 
getting some beef from Ireland. We fear that this 
will come to nought, as the planners of socialist 
Britain have sent many of their countrymen scurry­ 
ing off to Ireland to cat a bit of beef and perhaps 
an egg. The Irish beef supply has been reduced to 
a point where Irish donkeys were being shipped 
off to provide cuts for British butchers. 
If the Army can find somewhere where there 
are no planners, it will have its best chance of

During the last two weeks of 
October the fighting by our forces 
in Korea went on as it had for a 
year and four months. The casual­ 
ties for one day in late October, 
as given out by the defense de­ 
partment at Washington, were 41 
killed, 208 wounded, 12 missing In 
action. For the latest week re­ 
ported the over-all total was 2,062. 
For the war, up to October 19, the 
total was 92,997. (These are cas­ 
ualties to the American forces; 
they do not include some 7,000 
casualties to forces of other coun­ 
tries in the United Nations.) 
During the same closing weeks 
of October there was in the United 
States a strike of longshoremen in 
the shipping Industries. After it 
had gone on for some ten days 
an official statement by President 
Truman brought plainly to public 
attention the relation between this 
strike and the war effort of which 
our forces in Korea are the pre­ 
sently active part. Mr. Truman, 
upon information from Defense 
MobOizer Wilson, said that as a 
result of the strike “the ports of 
New York and Boston have been 
virtually paralyzed , . . equipment 
and materiel vitally needed for 
national defense is not moving.” 
The strike, Mr. Truman said, “has 
a direct and immediate effect on 
our defense effort.” 
MR. TRUMAN COULD have 
used those same words about any 
one of a score of strikes that have 
taken place since our struggle in 
Korea began in June, 1950. Dur­ 
ing the present w^ek a strike at a 
uranium plant was reported in a 
United Press dispatch from Oak 
Ridge, Tennessee, as threatening 
to “stop construction at the atomic 
laboratories.’* 
During September strikes in 
plants making airplanes or air­ 
plane parts interrupted or reduced 
production of the newest jet en­ 
gines and of cargo transport 
planes needed for transportation 
of war material to Korea. 
The effect of strikes which di­ 
rectly interrupt or teduce manu­ 
facture of war material Is readily 
seen by the people. They may not 
so readily see the effect of strikes 
which interrupt transportation, 
such as the present one in ship­ 
ping and, for example, the strike 
during the early days of the strug­ 
gle in Korea which interrupted 
transportation on four western 
railroads. If all the people saw 
clearly the effect of such strikes 
on our forces in Korea and on 
our war effort as a whole, the 
aggregate of adverse opinion would 
be practically unanimous. Condem­ 


nation would be felt by men In 
the armed forces In Korea, by 
other men who are being sent to 
Europe for possible war there, by 
the men subject to draft, and o f 
the families of these groups. 
BESIDES THE DIRECT effect 
on the war effort caused by strikes 
which interrupt manufacture or 
transportation of W'ar material, 
there is an indirect effect of strikes 
generally. Most of them are for 
increase in wages or for various 
benefits which amount to increase 
of wages. So far as the Increasei 
are won and take effect they re­ 
sult in increased cost of manufac­ 
turing, hence Increase of prices 
the people must pay for the goods 
they buy. The net effect is an ad­ 
vance in the upward spiral of cost 
of living and inflation. If the in­ 
flation that already exists Is not 
checked and if it goes on to an 
extreme stage, it would arrive at 
an economic collapse which would 
be a certain way of losing our 
struggle against Russian Commun­ 
ism. 
The communist heads of 
Moscow rely more upon economic 
collapse in the United States than 
upon any develonments in the 
military field. 
AN OBVIOUS CONDITION re­ 
lated to strikes generally is the 
power of labor leaders. This is not 
a universal indictment, it does not 
mean that all labor leaders bring 
about strikes. The present strike 
of longshoremen was not brought 
about by the head of the long­ 
shoremen’s union but by a dissi­ 
dent group within the union. But 
the broad fact remains that labor 
leaders and unions have much 
power. It is shown by the number 
of strikes that have taken place 
since Korea and by the nature of 
some of the strikes. There have 
been strikes in fields commonly 
recognized as peculiarly affecting 
the public interest. An example 
during late October was a strike 
of milk drivers which for a day 
suspended delivery of milk to New 
York customers. 
Protection of the public Inter­ 
est against exercise of unreason­ 
able power by labor unions and 
leaders is a function of govern­ 
ment which is supposed to stand 
always for the people as a whole. 
It Is impossible to forget that 
President Truman, In his 1948 
campaign for re-election, made a 
special appeal to labor as a class. 
His appeal assumed that labor 
unions and leaders were unreason­ 
ably restrained by the existing 
labor relations law, the Taft- 
Hartley Act.

Learn To Drive Properly 
If You Want To Save Gas 


NEW YORK m — Are you wor­ 
ried about the disclosures of wide­ 
spread immorality in high and low 
levels of American life? 
Take heart. All is not lost. The 
American department store cus­ 
tomer is getting more honest every 
year. 
This cheering note comes from 
Max Hess, chairman of the con­ 
sumer education committee of the 
National Retail Dry Goods Asso­ 
ciation. It represents more than 
7CX)0 U. S. department stores. 
Hess has just made a nation­ 
wide survey that found the moral­ 
ity of the nation’s millions of bar­ 
gain seekers is at an all-time peak. 
“THE STUDY SHOWS a mark­ 
ed increase in both honesty and 
consideration on the part of the 
public,” he said, “specifically in 
relation to the bugaboo of retail 


stores — refunds and exchanges.” 
He said that in the last decade 
the percentage of merchandise re­ 
turned had dropped from 5.4 per 
cent to 2.1 per cent. 
But his most heartening conclu­ 
sion — heartening to the depart­ 
ment store owners as well as stu­ 
dents of morality — is that the 
customers try fewer shady tricks 
in returning goods. 
“Consumer honesty, as a matter 
of fact, has become almost univer­ 
sal,” Hess said. “Attempted re­ 
turns of used or deliberately dam­ 
aged merchandise is only an in- 
finltesmal .0027 per cent of the to­ 
tal, as opposed to 1.039 ten years 
ago.” 
THIS RECORD WOULD be even 
better, he remarked, except for an 
occasional lady who takes out a

full set of expensive chinaware, 
ostensibly to buy it, but in reality 
to impress her guests at a fancy 
dinner party in her home. 
“When she returns the china- 
ware a few days later, she some­ 
times hasn’t even bothered to 
scrape all the food off the plates.” 
Some other results of his sur­ 
vey; 
Men are getting more fickle 
than women; they are responsible 
for 65 ptr cent of merchandise 
returns as compared to 39 per 
cent a decade ago. 
Young w-omen return more pur­ 
chases than older women. 
The articles most commonly re­ 
turned by women are dresses. 
With men it’s shirts. 
Most men DO keep those Christ­ 
mas gift neckties. Only .0108 per 
cent were returned last year. 
HESS EMPHASIZED that most 
department stores today prefer that 
a customer return merchandise he 
is dissatisfied with rather than re­ 
tain it 'Tlie theory: Long-term 
goodwill is always worth more 
than the profit on any one trans­ 
action. 
In his own department store at 
Allentown, Pa., he has a policy of 
refunding the purchase price with­ 
out question, no matter how long 
ago the sale was made. 
“Recently we took back a blouse 
that an 89-year-oId lady had pur­ 
chased from us in 1901.” he said. 
“We were glad to get it back for 
historical purposes, and gave her 
far more than she had paid for it.” 
Another woman returned some 
yarn she bought in 1927, and ex­ 
plained: 
“Never did find a chance to knit 
that sweater.” 
Hess had to turn down one small 
boy, however, who came In and 
wanted to exchange his newly- 
born baby brother for a sister. 
“I already have a brother,” the 
little boy said. 
But Hess had a reasonable ex­ 
cuse: the baby brother hadn’t 
come from his department store.

WASHINGTON OP) — Congress, 
sharp and persistent critic of the 
rest of the government, is being 
asked to draw a straight and nar­ 
row path for its owm members, 
too.First step under the plan w’ould 
be creation of a commission of dis­ 
tinguished citizens to spell out the 
difference between right an d 
WTong, and what is shady practice, 
in public office. 
ITS STUDY AND FINDINGS 
w'ould embrace the entire govem­ 
ment set-up, but a Senate labor 
sub-committee which endorsed the 
measure counselled that Congress 
itself needs such guidance as much 
as others. 
“There are few’er - traditional 
safeguards” to keep Congress mem­ 
bers in line, said a report last 
month by the sub-committee, 
which Senator Douglas (D.-IIL) 
heads. 
“Temptations are more 
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subtle. There is no higher author­ 
ity, and discipline is rare even for 
illegalities.” 
“Men tinged with sovereignty 
can easily feel that the king can 
do no wrong,” the report said, “and 
in American politics as it is now, 
it is easy to feel that many things 
are justified w'hich one heartily 
wishes were not necessary.” 
ADIONG OTHER THINGS, the 
Doublas sub-committee wants a 
clear-cut finding of just how far 
a Congress member properly may 
go to help a constitutent or others 
to get favors from the govemment. 
It spoke out this way: 
“Job hunters, contractors and 
would-be contractors, applicants 
for loans, applicants for privileges 
in the public domain, men who 
want to get into the armed forces 
usually as commissioned officers, 
and others who want to get out, 
veterans whose benefits have been 
delayed or denied, and many oth­ 
ers come to their senator or con­ 
gressman.”

The report found no fault with 
la#makers who ask for “fair con­ 
sideration” of a constituent's case 
by the appropriate government 
agency. Ethical problems arise, it 
said, when the lawmaker starts 
pressing for favorable action. 
“AN EXPRESSION OF person­ 
al interest in a case cannot help 
but have some effect upon the ad­ 
ministrators who are responsible,” 
the report suggested. 
“Some members of Congress 
have acquired a reputation for be­ 
ing aggressive in handling cases 
in which they are interested, and 
for not being punctilious as to 
methods. 
“A reference from these Individ­ 
uals may seem to carry a threat 
even though the language is neu­ 
tral. Personal vendettas, although 
not frequent, are a matter of rec­ 
ord in the history of Congress.”

A lot of old-time drivers will g^t 
a little sore, but take it from the 
American Automobile Association; 
Most folks don’t know how to 
get the best performance for the 
smallest cost. 
The subject W'as brought up by 
an announcement of a cut in the 
metallic lead in civilian motor 
fuel. 
THE RESULT WILL BE a drop 
in the octane rating of gas — and 
probably some engine knocks. And 
with the knocks, folks will have 
a tendency to put a heavy toe on 
the accelerator — and use more 
gas. 
The experts have a few simple 
rules for getting better fuel effi­ 
ciency from your car. They are 
based on performances in the an­ 
nual MobOgas economy run on the 
840 miles between downtown Los 
Angeles and the Grand Canyon. 
All the cars in the race are stock 
cars. Some of them made it on 
an average of 24 miles per gallon 
of fuel. Some of the lighter models 
did better than 30. 
Why can’t the average motorist 


do that sort of thing on the high­ 
way? 
The answer is that he is always 
gunning his motor and otherwis# 
violating the AAA’s “ways-not-tOA 
drive” rules. 
HERE ARE SOME AAA suggefr* 
tions: 
1. Have the timer and carbura- 
tor adjusted for better perform­ 
ance. The car manufacturers do 
not like to admit It, but a lot of 
these are not set properly on new 
automobiles. 
2. Don’t foot-jab your gas feed, 
or accelerator. To save fuel, ths 
gentle, steady touch is the thing. 
3. Anticipate your stops. Let up 
on the gas pedal early. Time your 
speed to avoid stopping at lights 
whenever possible. 
4. On a steep hill, shift promptly 
into second gear when the engine 
starts to labor. If you make it puH 
in high, you are draining your 
gas tank. 
5. And keep your maximum high 
speeds down to a reasonable level. 
Running a car at high speed con­ 
sumes more gas. Slow her doum 
and she’ll get you there safely and 
a lot cheaper. 
And don’t get too mad at your 
car. Chances are, if there is a 
fault, it’s the fault of your right 
foot.

Liver Disease, Which May Be 
Caused By Á Virus Infection 
By Herman N. Bundesen, M.D. 
During the early months of this 
year, some ten states reported more 
or less serious outbreaks of the con­ 
dition known as infectious jaundice. 
This marks our growing awareness 
of a disease which in the past has 
often gone undiagnosed, and whose 
mode of transmission is still a 
matter for conjecture. 
Believed to be due to a virus in­ 
fection of the bile ducts and canals 
of the liver, this disorder usually 
causes a collecti<Mi of bile pigments 
in the blood with resulting jaundice, 
as this yellow coloring matter is 
carried to the skin and membranes 
of the mouth and eyes. The duoden­ 
um, or first part of the intestine In 
the area where the hile ducts empty 
into the bowel, is also involved in 
this infectious process. 
CHIEF STMPTOMS 
The patient with Infecilotis jaun­ 
dice usually has a feeling of bloat­ 
ing, loss of appetite, nausea, and 
vomiting. Diarrhea Is a fairly fre­ 
quent complaint. Bile pigments also 
appear in the urine which, along 
with its dark color, takes on a 
foamy appearance. 
In almost all cases, fever, head­ 
ache, and backache are the first 
signs that the disease Is present. 
Sometimes sore throat is seen in 
outbreaks of this disonier. 
Many experts believe that out­ 
breaks of the disease are due to the 
eating or drinking of food or water 
contaminated by the virus. More re­ 
cently, however, the theory has been 
advanced that the offending agent 
enters the body through the respira­ 
tory tract and is passed from person

This, together with the 
fact that a certain number of cases 
show little or no jaundice and are 
so mild as to make diagnosis ex­ 
tremely difficult, may offer a new 
clue as to its method of spread. 
Another form of this disease, 
known as serum homologous jaun­ 
dice, is also fairly hrequent. It usual­ 
ly occurs from one to six months 
after some form of injection has 
been given with a contaminated 
syringe or needle, or from the giving 
of plasma or Mood containing the 
virus. The onset is n<it as abrupt 
as it is in infectious jaundice. Irra- 
diatioD of such substances as are 
used in injectkxis offer a high degree 
of protection ftxxn this form of the 
disease. 
In all cases, treatment consists In 
limiting the amount of body activity, 
since body activity is capable of 
prolonging or reactivating the liver 
infection. All persons suffering from 
this conditioii should be jpilaced at 
complete bed rest, regardless of how 
mild the symptoms may seem. 
A diet high in calories, proteins, 
starches and sugars should be used . 
Milk and meat, which supply pro­ 
tein. should be given In sufficient 
quantities. Between-meal feedings 
should" be employed. 
The usC' of vitamins. an.d M,ver ex­ 
tract may sometimes be of help. 
Purified globulin may be effective 
in preventing and lessening the 
effects of the liver infection if given 
early enough.

If you want a guide in choosing 
colors for a paint job or interior 
decoration, it's easy to make a 
color wheel. It will show comple­ 
mentary colors and also how to 
mix colors. 
Draw a circle. At the point where 
12 would appear on a clock, write 
"Red”. At 4 o’clock point write 
••Yellow.” F o r 8 o’clock write 
"Blue.” 
These are the primary colors. 
Mixing them produces the second­ 
ary colors. Red and yellow make 
orange, so at the 2 o’clock point 
w r i t e "Orange.” R ed and blue 
make purple, which falls at 10 
o’clock on this dial. Blue and 
yellow 
make 
green, 
which 
is 
labeled at the 6 o’clock point. 
Draw arrows to connect colors 
which are opposite on the dial: 
From red to green, blue to orange, 
and purple to yellow. The arrows 
will show the complimentary colors 
—hues that are pleasing w hen used 
together. 


For tertiary colors draw another 
circle around this wheel and ©T 
tend only the secondary colors 
orange, green and purple to the 
outer edge. Since mixing orange 
and green produces “Citron,” thM 
label is placed on the outer edge 
beyond yellow. Green and purple 
make “Olive,” which is written out 
beyond blue. Purple and orange 
produce "Russet,” at the point 
above red. 


Citron, being a greenish yellow 
or yellowish green, embraces the 
variations commonly known as 
chartreuse. Mme. pistachio, olive 
yellow and apple green,

labyrinth of the most busy life. But 
where no plan Is prepared, where 
the disposal of time Is surrendered 
merely to the chance of incidents, 
all things lie huddled together in 
one chaos, which admits of neither 
distribution 
nor 
review”, 
said 
Victor Hugo. Well, here is my plan 
for tomorrow. 
FIRST I’M GOING to gather up 
the old walnut leaves, place them 
In a pile and burn them. This 
sounds terrible but my garden Is 
so small and walnut leaves take so 
long to break down that I can’t 
give them space. Of course if my 
place were big enough I’d save 
them, do as the orehardists do, 
plow them under the soil where 
they rot during the wet weather. 
Second I ’m going after the per­ 
simmon leaves. They, of course, 
are beautiful In autumn, but when 
they drop to the ground, they soon 
turn from soft leafy texture to 
leathery, and then the snails get 
under them for the winter. Per­ 
simmon leaves must be swept out 
of the garden for they arc sure to 
become 
the 
winter 
houses 
of 
flosens of snails and slugs. 


Goldenrod Innocent 
Says Hay Fever Expert 


BAY VIEW, Mich. (U.B — A 
former University of Chicago pro­ 
fessor who comes to Michigan 
every summer to escape the hay 
fever season, says goldenrod is 
not a major source of irritation 
to hay fever sufferers. 
Dr. Charles H. Swift, professor 
emeritus of anatomy at Chicago, 
deacribea himself as "an apologist 
for the Innocent goldenrod.” 
"The nasal irritation suffered 
by those afflicted with hay fever 
Is caused by the pollen carried by 
the wrlnd” he explained. "The 
pollen of goldenrod Is too heavy 
to be carried by the wind for any 
great distance. 
"Since the plant blooms about 
the same time as ragweed, the 
pollen of which is carried great 
distances by the wind, the golden- 
ipd is mistakenly Mamed.** 


TUBEROUS BEGONIAS 
a r e 
third on my list. 'These plants are 
coming to the end of their season. 
Gradually withhold the water then 
take up the tubers, sun dry them, 
and store in a place where the frost 
won’t reach them, and keep an eye 
on them for the whole of winter. 
Some gardeners simply throw peat 
or rough-leaf mold over the tubers 
and leave them right in the ground 
all winter. This however, is taking 
a chance. I once samr the mushy 
remains of begonia tubers' that 
were nine years old, but had been 
left outside during the winter. The 
memory of that observation has 
inspired me every fall to get my 
begonias 
under 
cover 
for 
the 
winter. 
Fourth on the list of my plans 
for the day comes the item of sul­ 
phur. All over the patch where I 
lifted out the tuberous begonias 
I’m going to scatter some soil sul­ 
phur. It will make that soil safe 
and sure for next year’s crop. Then 
over at that place where the soil is 
so adobe, and persists in being 
sticky and cloddy. I’m going to 
scatter some soil sulphur. Just a 
dusting, say in an area of 10 by 
10, only one half a pound. Sulphur 
finely dusted on the soil mingles 
with It, clods dissolve, sticky re­ 
luctant .soil to the following spring 
will turn like loam. More air spaces 
form, greater looseness and easy 
tracts for roots open up in heavy 
soil after it has been treated with 
sulphur. More than that water 
penetrates more readily. In short, 
soil, food and plant which before 
were at odds, now cooperate. 
FIFTH: SKIPPING from the 
sulphur over to the manure I ’m 
gMng to haul a wheelbarrow load 
out to the shrub border. I'm gMng 
to spread it, leave the stuff lie 
rough. All winter the rains will 
beat the good out of it right down 
to the roots. Next spring these 
roots will reach out and bring to 
every shrub and tree in the area 
the nutriment that makes for lush 
growth, fine blooms, and tasty 
fruit. Some of those wheelbarrow 
loads will go to the perennial 
borders, to climbing roses along the 
fence, and to young fruit trees too. 
Sixth: 
after skipping 
around 
with the wheelbarrow. I ’m going to 
quiet down a bit* take it easier.

But not too easy, I ’m going after 
the dead twigs. They are always 
falling on the lawn, like the acorns, 
and old leaves of the oak. I ’ll clean 
them out and sweep up so the lawn 
remains clean and free. 


NUMBER SEVEN in my plan for 
the day says it is clean up time. 
Sycamore, maple, and chestnut 
leaves blowing all over the place 
must be raked up. Dried leaves of 
the evergreens, redwood, magnolia, 
and the acacia must be cleaned up. 
These leaves can go to the compost. 
There are other plants in the 
clean up that won’t go to the com­ 
post pile. Tm thinking of branches 
of 
oleanders that 
suffer 
with 
blight and fungus, of the pear, 
English hawthorn, pyracantha, and 
cotoneaster that suffers from the 
fire blight disease. Hustle these 
prunings to the burning pile. Dis­ 
eased branches must be burned so 
that none of the bacteria which 
causes death will spread to healthy 
plants. Pire Is the only known 
remedy for the ugly fire blight dis­ 
ease which ’ destroys trees and 
shrubs as listed. 
'There are the annuals and per­ 
ennials that have finished their 
work for this season. When they 
are pulled if you see colonies of 
root aphis, root mealy bug, and lice, 
then the whole plant must go on 
the bumtog pile. 


THIS GOES FOR m i l d e w e d 
zinnias, mildewed dahlia leaves, 
diseased asters, and warty m ari­ 
golds. Nothing like fire to get rid 
of these troubled flowers. By clear­ 
ing them off you save yourself a 
lot of work to the season to come. 
Number eight on the plan of 
the day comes pruntog. I have In 
mind clearing out rugged, old 
branches which never again will 
hold forth a quality bloom. Your 
long t i m e s u m m e r blooming 
oleander is an example, also sum­ 
mer 
flowering 
lilac 
(buddlea). 
Branches that have finished their 
work are best pruned off. right to 
the ground. Now is a good time for 
the task. At this time you can 
easily distinguish between the new, 
young, and promising growth and 
the old, scarred wood that has 
come to the end of its usefulness.

Pour off most of the liquid into 
another clean can. Stir the re­ 
maining liquid into the paste with 
a sturdy, sliver-free stick.

ILLUSTRATED SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON 
Scripture—ExodiM._lj:2._ 


The Hebrews grew so numerous, and 
powerful in Egypt that the Pharaoh was 
alarmed, feeling that in ca^e of war, 
they might side with the enemy. He set 
them to work building €11168 for him,

One day he saw an 
Elgyptian overseer strike a Hebrew work­ 
er, so, infuriated, he killed the Egyptian 
and buried his body in the sand. 


Discovering that his crime was known, 
Moses ñed from Egypt to Midlan. At a 
well he helped the priest's daughters 
water their flocks when surly shepherds 
prevented them.

THE GOLDEN TEXT 
Unitarian Leader To Speak 
Hebrews In Slavery Were Sore Before Marin Fellowship 


Afflicted, But Cries Were Heard 


By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 
The Biblical book Exodus means 
“a going out". It tells of the Jews* 
sufferings under the Pharoahs who 
“knew not Joseph," and their final 
return to Canaan. 
Seventy souls of Jacob's family 
accompanied him to Egypt, and 
many more must have been with 
them, counting their servants, etc. 
The generation of Joseph had 
died. The reigning monarchs had 
forgotten him, but t h e y were 
troubled by the fact that from 
those who had come to Egypt, there 
had risen a great and mighty 
people, who might, the reigning 
Pharaoh thought, take sides with 
an enemy in case of an attack on 
the country. 
The Pharaoh’s first thought was 
that if he made them work hard 
enough many might die of ex­ 
haustion, so he made them build 
him two cities, Pithom and Raam- 
ses. He set brutal taskmasters over 
the workers, who k e p t driving 
them to their labors. 
The H e br e w s still multiplied 
under this cruel treatment, so the 
Pharaoh next told the Israelitish 
midwives to kill every male child 
born to a Hebrew^ mother. The mid- 
wives r e f u s e d , however, because 
they feared God, and they gave 
the k i n g t h e excuse that the 
Hebrew mothers' babies were born 
before the midwives arrived. 
THE NEXT PLAN to rid the 
country of Hebrews was a com­ 
mand to all the people, that when­ 
ever a male child was horn to a 
Jewish mother, they were to throw 
It Into the Nile. How many help- 
Infants were sacrificed in that 
^adful manner we do not know, 
but one mother hid her newly- 
bom son, until he was too old to 
be concealed. 
Then she fashioned an ark or 
basket of bulrushes, made it water 
proof with pitch, and after putting 
the baby into it, she set it among 
the tall grasses at the side of the 
river. She posted the child’s sister 
near the spot, to watch and see 
what became of him. 
The Pharaoh’s daughter came to 
the river that morning to bathe, 
accwnpanied by her handmaidens. 
She saw the ark among the flags 
and sent a maid to fetch it to her. 
The baby began to cry, and the 
princess* heart was touched, so that 
she decided to adopt it, although 
she knew it was a Jewish child. 
THE^BABY'S SISTER came to 
princess then and asked if she 
should get a Hebrew woman to 
nurse the child for her. She as­ 
sented and so the mother nursed 
the boy and then brought him to 
the princess, who named him 
Moses, saying, “Because I drew him 
out of the water.” She adopted the 
child as her son. 
Moses was brought up in the 
Egyptian court and educated well. 
He apparently, never lost touch 
with his countrymen, however, and 


as he grew to manhood he fiercely 
resented the way the Jews were 
trea'ted. 
One day he watched the burdens 
imposed upon them, and when he 
saw an Egsrptian overseer strike 
one of his brethren, he became so 
infuriated that, looking about him 
and seeing (as he thought) no one 
looking, he killed the Egyptian and 
hid his body in the sand. 
Someone had seen him, however, 
and taunted him with the murder 
next day. Thinking that the thing 
was knO'Wn to many, Moses fled 
from Egypt before the Pharoah 
could revenge the deed. He went to 
Midian. 
NOW. THE PRIEST of Midian 
had seven daughters whose duty it 
was to water their father’s flock, 
but some surly and selfish shep­ 
herds drove the girls away from 
the watering troughs. 
Moses took their part, and helped 
them with the watering, proving 
again his sense of justice, his com­ 
passion and willingness to help the 
oppressed. 
When the daughters went home, 
their father asked them why they 
came so soon. They told him of 
the young man who had aided 
them, and the father demanded to 
know why they had not brought 


him with them. **Call him.” the 
father said, *‘that he m ay eat 
bread.”

STORIES OF FAMOUS HYMNS 
Wesley Brothers Were Faced 
With Early-Years Adversity 


By H0RACe B. POWELL 
Christians of the world have 
been singing tliis fine old hymn 
for nearly 300 yean but few even 
today are aware that it was born 
of bitter religious persecution and 
that Charles Wesley, its author, 
Introduced It as •*a hymn to be 
sung in a tumult.** 
Charles and bis brother, John, 
founders and leaders of the newly 
organized Methodist church, found 
themselves vigorously opposed by 
religious foes in England, in 1744. 
The English were at war with 
France and, with an invasion ex­ 
pected to dethrone King George II 
and crown the exiled ruler of the 
House of Stuart, the Methodist 
leaders and their followers were 
accused of being aecretlf In league 
with the Invaden. 


Wherever members of the new 
church group tried to assemble or 
speak, their rallies were broken 
up by angry mobs. Many Methodist 
preachers were a r r e s t e d and 
hustled off into the army. Even 
Charles and John did not escape. 
They were hailed before a court, 
questioned 'xt length about their 
religious activities and teachings, 
and otherwise annoyed and humil­ 
iated. 
But the brothers—as in other 
trying times—refused to lose heart. 
On the contrary, they pushed their 
religious revivals even more per­ 
sistently and turned out a col- 
leeUon of 33 songi, which they pub­ 
lished as **Hymtis For Times of 
Trouble and Prrsecution.** It was 
in this volume that **Te Servants 
■of 'Ood* first appeared.

Marin Denied 


Is an anti-W arren plot hatching 
among R e p u b l i c a n s In M arin 
county? 
Is Marin “firmly behind” a move­ 
ment to scuttle the Governor’s sup­ 
port for the GOP presidential nomi­ 
nation next year? 
County leaders of the Republi­ 
can party answered “no” to both 
of these questions today. 
The statem ent th at M arin op­ 
poses Governor W arren in his pos­ 
sible candidacy for President was 
made yesterday in Marysville. Tho 
Marysville Appeal-Democrat, anti- 
Warren newspaper, said in a copy­ 
righted story th at M arin is one of 
10 counties in California which have 
been organized to kill Gov. Earl 
W arren’s chances of going to the 
Republican national convention as a 
favorite son candidate. 
GOVERNOR’S FOE 
The statem ent was attributed ta 
C. V. Scott, Sutter county Republi­ 
can central committee chairman, 
and long a political foe of the gover­ 
nor. 
Denials came from Mrs. Helen 
W alton of the Golf tract, San R a­ 
fael, vice chairm an of th e county 
GOP 
committee 
and

Both said the committee has nol 
discussed opposition to W arren a t 
its meetings. And neither said they 
knew of any organized movement in 
M arin to oppose the governor.

EDITORIAL COMMENT 
Now Is Time To Pick Next 
No. 1 Project On Highway 


Sometimes, it teems, we get so concerned 
about Marin’s highway'101 deficiencies that 
we foiget what progress has been and is being 
made toward correcting them. 


We all know that the Waldo grade and 
Manzanita, Alto, Corte Madera and Green- 
brae intersections sorely need attention. They 
are extremely hazardous and, because they tend 
to retard the free flow of traffic, often delav 
and otherw ise annoy us. 


Officials of the state division of highways 
have on many occasions publicly acknow ledged 
the need for attention to each of these points 
and have stated their eventual goal is a six- 
lane divided freeway all the way from the end 
of the Golden Gate bridge to the Sears Point 
turnoff at Ignacio. 


These officials have explained that the work 
will be done step-by-step just a< rapidly as 


financing is possible. 


Many of us have grown so impatient with 
the delay that we overlook what already 
has been done and is being done. 


Let’s start at the Sonoma county line with 
Highway 101. Several years ago a four-lane, 
divided limited-access highway was built from 
the county line at the San Antonio creek bridge 
all the way south to Ignacio. It replaced a 
narrow obsolete and worn-out two lane route. 


The infamous three lane “Dcathstrip” from 
Ignacio south to Mt. Olivet cemetery-just 
north of San Rafael-is right now' in the pro­ 
cess of reconstruction as a four-lane, divided 
limited-access freeway with an overpass at the 
Lucas Valley turnoff. 
Work has commenced on the clearing of 
rights-of-way for widening Francisco boulevard 


to a six-lane, divided freeway with outer “serv­ 
ice roads’* on both sides from the foot of the 
San Rafael skyway out to San Quentin wrye. 
Money already is earmarked for completing 
the job. 


Now word comes that the new state highway 
budget contains a $200,000 item for construc­ 
ting an overpass at the Santa Venetia turnoff, 
just north of San Rafael city limits. 


For the individual motorist trying to nego­ 
tiate it, a left tu n at this intersection probably 
is more hazardous than any other principal 
intersection in the county. It is true that the 
number of cars turning there in a day doesn’t 
come dose to equaling the traffic at Manza­ 
nita, Alto, Corte Madera or Greenbrae. 


But the hazard is worst at Santa Venetia 
and the job could be done there for a state 
outlay of only $200,000, compared to several 
million necessary at any of the other points 
mentioned. 


As District Highway Engineer L. A. Wey­ 
mouth remarked not long ago, “I don’t know 
of another place where you can get so much 
relief from hazard for so little money as the 
Santa Venetia project” (owing to circumstances 
of terrain which make an overpass easy to con­ 
struct). 


Our county supervisors had listed the Santa 
Venetia project as the No .1 need of the county 
so it was quite appropriate that the new state 
highway budget, just prepared, provided for it. 


Nowr is the time, it seems to us, to decide 
upon a new No. 1 project for our county and 
start to work, to make sure it is included in the 
next state highway budget.

NEW YORK m — Are you wor­ 
ried about the disclosures of wide­ 
spread immorality In high and low 
levels of American life? 
Take heart. All is not lost. The 
American department store cus­ 
tomer is getting more honest every 
year. 
This cheering note comes from 
Max Hess, chairman of the con­ 
sumer education committee of the 
National Retail Dry Goods Asso­ 
ciation. It represents more than 
7000 U. S. department stores. 
Hess has just made a nation­ 
wide survey that found the moral­ 
ity of the nation’s millions of bar­ 
gain seekers is at an all-time peak. 


“THE STUDY SHOWS a mark­ 
ed increase in both honesty and 
consideration on the part of the 
public,** he said, “specifically in 
relation to the bugaboo of retail

stores — refunds and exchanges.” 
He said that in the last decade 
the percentage of merchandise re­ 
turned had dropped from 5 4 per 
cent to 2.1 per cent. 
But his most heartening conclu­ 
sion — heartening to the depart­ 
ment store owners as well as stu­ 
dents of morality — is that the 
customers try fewer shady tricks 
in returning goods. 
“Consumer honesty, as a matter 
of fact, has become almost univer­ 
sal.” Hess said. 
“Attempted re­ 
turns of used or deliberately dam­ 
aged merchandise is only an in- 
finitesmal .0027 per cent of the to­ 
tal, as opposed to 1.039 ten years 
ago.”

During the last two weeks of 
October the fighting by our forces 
in Korea went on as it had for a 
year and four months. The casual­ 
ties for one day in late October, 
as given out by the defense de­ 
partment at Washington, were 41 
killed, 208 wounded, 12 missing In 
action. Pot the latest week re­ 
ported the over-all total was 2,062. 
For the war, up to October 19, the 
total was 92,997. (These are cas­ 
ualties to the American forces; 
they do not include some 7,000 
casualties to forces of other coun­ 
tries in the United Nations.) 
During the same closing weeks 
of October there was in the United 
States a strike of longshoremen in 
the shipping industries. After it 
had gone on for some ten days 
an official statement by President 
Truman brought plainly to public 
attention the relation between this 
strike and the war effort of which 
our forces in Korea are the pre­ 
sently active part. Mr. Truman, 
upon information from Defense 
Mobilizer Wilson, said that as a 
result of the strike “the ports of 
New York and Boston have been 
virtually paralyzed . . . equipment 
and materiel vitally needed for 
national defense Is not moving.** 
The strike, Mr. Truman said, “has 
a direct and immediate effect on 
our defense effort.** 


MR. TRUMAN COULD have 
used those same words about any 
one of a score of strikes that have 
taken place since our struggle in 
Korea began in June, 1950. Dur­ 
ing the present week a strike at a 
uranium plant was reported in a 
United Press dispatch from Oak 
Ridge, Tennessee, as threatening 
to “stop construction at the atomic 
laboratories.’* 
During 
September strikes in 
plants making airplanes or air­ 
plane parts interrupted or reduced 
production of the newest jet en­ 
gines and 
of 
cargo 
transport 
planes needed for transportation 
of war material to Korea. 
The effect of strikes which di­ 
rectly interrupt or teduce manu­ 
facture of war material Is readily 
seen by the people. They may not 
so readily see the effect of strikes 
which 
interrupt 
transportation, 
such as the present one in ship­ 
ping and, for example, the strike 
during the early days of the strug­ 
gle in Korea which interrupted 
transportation on four 
western 
railroads. If all the people saw 
clearly the effect of such strikes 
on our forces in Korea and on 
our war effort as a whole, the 
aggregate of adverse opinion would 
be practically unanimous. Condem­ 


nation would be felt by men in 
the armed forces In Korea, by 
other men who are being sent to 
Europe for possible war there, by 
the men subject to draft, and oy 
the families of these groups. 


BESIDES THE DIRECT effect 
on the war effort caused by strikes 
which interrupt manufacture or 
transportation of war 
material, 
there is an indirect effect of strikes 
generally. Most of them are for 
increase in wages or for various 
benefits which amount to increase 
of wages. So far as the increase« 
are won and take effect they re­ 
sult in increased cost of manufac­ 
turing, hence increase of prices 
the people must pay for the goods 
they buy. The net effect is an ad­ 
vance in the upward spiral of cost 
of living and inflation. If the in­ 
flation that already exists is not 
checked and if it goes on to an 
extreme stage, it would arrive at 
an economic collapse which would 
be a certain way of losing our 
struggle against Russian Commun­ 
ism. 
The Communist heads of 
Moscow rely more upon economic 
collapse in the United States than 
upon any developments in 
the 
military field. 


AN OBVIOUS CONDITION re­ 
lated to strikes generally is the 
power of labor leaders. This is not 
a universal indictment, it does not 
mean that all labor leaders bring 
about strikes. The present strike 
of longshoremen was not brought 
about by the head of the long­ 
shoremen’s union but by a dissi­ 
dent group within the union. But 
the broad fact remains that labor 
leaders and unions have much 
power. It is shown by the number 
of strikes that have taken place 
since Korea and by the nature of 
some of the strikes. There have 
been strikes in fields commonly 
recognized as peculiarly affecting 
the public interest. An example 
during late October was a strike 
of milk drivers which for a clay 
suspended delivery of milk to New 
York customers. 
Protection of the public inter­ 
est against exercise of unreason­ 
able power by labor unions and 
leaders is a function of govern­ 
ment which Is supposed to stand 
always for the people as a whole. 
It is impossible to 
forget that 
President Truman, in 
his 
1948 
campaign for re-election, made a 
special appeal to labor as a class. 
His appeal assumed that 
labor 
unions and leaders were unreason­ 
ably restrained by the 
existing 
labor relations law, the Taft- 
Hartley Act.

“Some members of Congress 
have acquired a reputation for be­ 
ing aggressive in handling cases 
in which they are interested, and 
for not being punctilious as to 
methods.

Learn To Drive Properly 


If You Want To Save Gas 


By HARMON W. NICHOLS 
WASHINGTON (U.R) — The sen­ 
sible way to save on gasoline is 
to learn how to drive your auto­ 
mobile. 
A lot of old-time drivers will g$t 
a little sore, but take it from the 
American Automobile Association: 
Most folks don’t know how to 
get the best performance for the 
smallest cost. 
The subject was brought up by 
an announcement of a cut in the 
metallic lead in civilian 
motor 
fuel. 


THE RESULT WILL BE a drop 
in the octane rating of gas — and 
probably some engine knocks. And 
with the knocks, folks will have 
a tendency to put a heavy toe on 
the accelerator — and use more 
gas. 
The experts have a few simple 
rules for getting better fuel effi­ 
ciency from your car. They are 
based on performances in the an­ 
nual Mobilgas economy run on the 
840 miles between downtown Los 
Angeles and the Grand Canyon. 
All the cars in the race are stock 
cars. Some of them made it on 
an average of 24 miles per gallon 
of fuel. Some of the lighter models 
did better than 30. 
Why can’t the average motorist 


do that sort of thing on the high­ 
way? 
The answer is that he is alwaya 
gunning his motor and otherwise 
violating the AAA’s “ways-not-to-» 
drive” rules. 


HERE ARE SOME AAA sugges­ 
tions: 
1. Have the timer and carbura- 
tor adjusted for better perform­ 
ance. The car manufacturers do 
not like to admit it, but a lot of 
these are not set properly on new 
automobiles. 
2. Don’t foot-jab your gas feed, 
or accelerator. To save fuel, the 
gentle, steady touch Is the thing. 
3. Anticipate your stops. Let up 
on the gas pedal early. Time your 
speed to avoid stopping at lights 
whenever possible. 
4. On a steep hill, shift promptly 
into second gear when the engine 
starts to labor. If you make it puH 
in high, you are draining your 
gas tank. 
5. And keep your maximum high 
speeds down to a reasonable level. 
Running a car at high speed con­ 
sumes more gas. Slow her down 
and she’ll get you there safely and 
a lot cheaper. 
And don’t get too mad at your 
car. Chances are, if there is a 
fault, it’s the fault of your right 
foot.

Do you know that you can make 
a variety of soups in no time at air 
for the whole family, using the 
small jars of strained vegetables 
that are usually kept on hand for 
small fry?

It’s a great 
soup to whip up in an emergency.

spoons grated Parmesan cheese, 
salt and freshly-ground pepper (to 
taste). 
Method: Heat bacon fat slowly 
in medium-sized saucepan, add 
green pepper, and cook over low 
heat — stirring a few times — for 
5 minutes. Remove from heat; add 
strained 
vegetables - and - bacon; 
swish out the jars with the water 
and add. Return to low heat and 
beat with a whisk or rotary beater 
until well combined. Stir in milk 
slowly, then cheese, and allow to 
stand over low heat until very hofr; 
do not boil. Add salt and pepper 
to taste and serve at once. Makes 
about 314 cups soup, enough for 
four 3*-cup servings. 
Nowadays there are also short­ 
cuts to making old-fashioned Split 
Pea Soup. Instead of soaking the 
dried peas overnight you can cover 
them with water, bring them to a 
boil, cook two minutes, let stand 
off the heat, and then go on with 
the soup preparation. The follow­ 
ing recipe uses both dried split 


peas and dried lima beans as well 
as nutritious and economical non­ 
fat dry milk. Serve the soup with 
tiny crisp squares of shredded 
wheat cereal as a change from 
croutons. 


PEA SOUP DELUXE 
Ingredients: 2(4 quarts water, I 
ham or pork hock, 1 cup dried split 
peas, 1 cup dried lima beans, 1 
cup coarsely diced onion, 2 cups 
coarsely diced carrots, 1 cup sliced 
celery (including leaves), 1 table­ 
spoon salt, 10 peppercorns or % 
teaspoon pepper, (4 teaspoon dry 
mustard, (4 teaspoon rosemary, 1 
cup lukewarm water, 1 cup non­ 
fat dry milk, 1 tablespoon kitchen 
bouquet. 


Method: Place 1(4 quarts water 
in deep kettle; add ham or pork 
hock; cover and bring to boil. Low­ 
er heat and let simmer until meat 
Is tender, about 2 hours. Mean* 
while place peas and beans in an­ 
other pan and cover with remain­ 
ing quart of water. Bring to bail 
and cook 2 minutes. Remove from 
heat and let stand 1 hour onfy, 
then add to contents of kettle in 
which meat is cooking. Add onion, 
carrot, celery, salt, pepper, mus­ 
tard, and rosemary. Bring to boil 
again and continue cooking until 
all vegetables are tender, about 1 
hour longer. Remove ham or pork 
hock. Put cooked vegetables and 
broth through sieve or food mill. 
Return the puree to the soup 
kettle. Combine lukewarm waUr 
and non-fat dry milk in small bowl 
and beat until smooth. Stir into 
soup. Add kitchen bouquet and 
heat soup thoroughly. Correct sea­ 
soning if necessary. If desired, re­ 
move meat from ham or pork hook 
and add to soup in small pieces be­ 
fore serving. Makes 3 quarts soup. 


If a wail cabinet is near the 
kitchen range, here’s a good way 
to keep salt, pepper and flour 
shakers handy. Attach a narrow 
shelf of one-eighth 
inch wood 
with screws under the cabinet, 
allowing several inches to extend 
and noodles. Turn Into greased cas- 
nt the end.

YOUR HEALTH 
Liver Disease Which May Be 
Caused By A Virus Infection 
By Herman N. Bundesen, M.D. 
During the early months of this 
year, some ten states reported more 
or less serious outbreaks of the con­ 
dition known as infectious jaundice. 
This marks our growing awareness 
of a disease which in the past has 
often gone undiagnosed, and whose 
mode of transmission is still a 
matter for conjecture. 
Believed to be due to a virus in­ 
fection of the bile ducts and canals 
of the liver, this disorder usually 
causes a collection of bile pigments 
In the blood with resulting jaundice, 
as this yellow coloring matter is 
carried to the skin and membranes 
of the mouth and eyes. The duoden­ 
um, or first part of the intestine in 
the area where the bile ducts empty 
Into the bowel, is also involved in 
this infectious process. 
CHIEF SYMPTOMS 
The patient with infectious jaun­ 
dice usually has a feeling of bloat­ 
ing, loss of appetite, nausea, and 
vomiting. Diarrhea is a fairly fre­ 
quent complaint. Bile pigments also 
appear in the urine which, along 
with its dark color, takes on a 
foamy appearance. 
In almost all cases, fever, head­ 
ache, and backache are the first 
signs that the disease is present. 
Sometimes sore throat is seen in 
outbreaks of this disorder. 
Many experts believe that out­ 
breaks of the disease are due to the 
eating or drinking of food or water 
contaminated by the virus. More re­ 
cently, however, the theory lias been 
advanced that the offending agent 
enters the body through the respira­ 
tory tract and is passed from person 


to person in much the same way 
as other nose and throat infections 
It is perhaps significant that most 
of this year’s cases involved school 
children. This, together with the 
fact that a certain number of cases 
show little or no jaundice and are 
so mild as to make diagnosis ex­ 
tremely difficult, may offer a new 
clue as to its method of spread. 
Another form of this disease, 
known as serum homologous jaun­ 
dice, is also fairly frequent. It usual 
ly occurs from one to six months 
after some form of injection has 
been given with a contaminated 
syringe or needle, or from the giving 
of plasma or blood containing the 
virus. The onset is not as abrupt 
as it is in infectious jaundice. Irra­ 
diation of such substances as are 
used in injections offer a high degree 
of protection from this form of the 
disease.

feel right if they’re different. Thai 
applies to clothes, haircuts, speech, 
manners, names and most every­ 
thing. Athletics are another matter, 
for in sports they like to excel.

lunch when only a few of the child­ 
ren have been noisy. Am I correct 
In objecting to that? 
A. Yes. What you describe is 
sometimes used as a last resort by 
young teachers. After they try it a 
few times they learn better. Any 
child who feels he’s been punished 
unjustly is resentful. Rightly re­ 
sentful. Teachers who punish the 
whole class for the misbehavior of 
a few class members may soon reap 
a whirlwind. 


In all cases, treatment consists in 
limiting the amount of body activity, 
since body activity is capable of 
prolonging or reactivating the liver 
infection. All persons suffering from 
this condition should be placed at 
complete bed rest, regardless of how 
mild the symptoms may seem. 
A diet high in calories, proteins, 
starches and sugars should be used. 
Milk and meat, which supply pro­ 
tein, should be given in sufficient 
quantities. Between-meai 
feedings 
should be employed. 
The use of vitamins and liver ex­ 
tract may sometimes be of help. 
Purified globulin may be effective 
in preventing and lessening the 
effects of the liver infection if given 
early enough,

PRUNE OUT OLD BRANCHES AND 
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PLANNING YOUR GARDEN 
Now It's Time For Gardeners 
To Get Busy With. The Rake 


By ALBERT WILSON 
“He who every morning plans the 
transactions of the day, and fol­ 
lows out that plan, carries a thread 
that will guide him through the 
labyrinth of the most busy life. But 
where no plan is prepared, where 
the disposal of time is surrendered 
merely to the chance of Incidents, 
all things lie huddled together in 
one chaos, which admits of neither 
distribution 
nor 
review'*, 
said 
Victor Hugo. Well, here Is my plan 
for tomorrow. 
FIRST I’M GOING to gather up 
the old walnut leaves, place them 
in a pile and burn them. This 
sounds terrible but my garden is 
so small and walnut leaves take so 
long to break down that I can’t 
give them space. Of course if my 
place were big enough I’d save 
them, do as the orchardista do, 
plow them under the soil where 
they rot during the wet weather. 
Second I’m going after the per­ 
simmon leaves. They, of course, 
are beautiful in autumn, but when 
they drop to the ground, they soon 
turn from soft leafy texture to 
leathery, and then the snails get 
under them for the winter. Per­ 
simmon leaves must be swept out 
of the garden for they are sure to 
become 
the 
winter 
houses 
of 
dozens of snails and slugs. 


Goldenrod Innocent 
Says Hay Fever Expert 


BAY VIEW. Mich. (UP) _ A 
former University of Chicago pro­ 
fessor who comes to Michigan 
every summer to escape the hay 
fever season, says goldenrod is 
not a major source of irritation 
to hay fever sufferers. 
Eh*. Charles H. Swift, professor 
emeritus of anatomy at Chicago, 
describes himself as “an apologist 
for the innocent goldenrod.’* 
“The nasal irritation suffered 
by those afflicted with hay fever 
is caused by the pollen carried by 
the 
wind,” he 
explained. “The 
pollen of goldenrod Is too heavy 
to be carried by the wind for any 
great distance. 
“Since the plant blooms about 
the same time as ragweed, the 
pollen of which is carried great 
distances by the wind, the golden- 
rod is mistakenly blamed.** 


TUBEROUS 
BEGONIAS 
a r e 
third on my list. These plants are 
coming to the end of their season. 
Gradually withhold the water then 
take up the tubers, sun dry them, 
and store in a place where the frost 
won’t reach them, and keep an eye 
on them for the whole of winter. 
Some gardeners simply throw peat 
or rough leaf mold over the tubers 
and leave them right in the ground 
all winter. This however, is taking 
a chance. I once saw the mushy 
remains of begonia tubers# that 
were nine years old. but had been 
left outside during the winter. The 
memory of that observation has 
inspired me every fall to get my 
begonias 
under 
cover 
for 
the 
winter. 


Fourth on the list of my plans 
for the day comes the item of sul­ 
phur. All over the patch where I 
lifted out the tuberous begonias 
I’m going to scatter some soil sul­ 
phur. It will make that soil safe 
and sure for next year’s crop. Then 
over at that place where the soil is 
so adobe, and persists in being 
sticky and cloddy, I’m going to 
scatter some soil sulphur. Just a 
dusting, say in an area of 10 by 
10, only one half a pound. Sulphur 
finely dusted on the soil mingles 
with it, clods dissolve, sticky re­ 
luctant soil in the following spring 
will turn like loam. More air spaces 
form, greater looseness and easy 
tracts for roots open up in heavy 
soil after it has been treated with 
sulphur. More than that water 
penetrates more readily. In short, 
soil, food and plant which before 
were at odds, now cooperate. 


FIFTH: 
SKIPPING from the 
sulphur over to the manure I’m 
going to haul a wheelbarrow load 
out to the shrub border. I’m going 
to spread it, leave the stuff lie 
rough. All winter the rains will 
beat the good out of it right down 
to the roots. Next spring these 
roots will reach out and bring to 
every shrub and tree in the area 
the nutriment that makes for lush 
growth, fine blooms, and tasty 
fruit. Some of those wheelbarrow 
loads will go to the perennial 
borders, to climbing roses along the 
fence, and to young fruit trees too. 


Sixth: 
after 
skipping 
around 
with the wheelbarrow. I’m going to 
quiet down a bit, take it easier. 


But not too easy. I'm going after 
the dead twigs. They are always 
falling on the lawn, like the acorns, 
and old leaves of the oak. I’ll clean 
them out and sweep up so the lawn 
remains clean and free. 


NUMBER SEVEN in my plan for 
the day says it is clean up time. 
Sycamore, maple, and 
chestnut 
leaves blowing all over the place 
must be raked up. Dried leaves of 
the evergreens, redwood, magnolia, 
and the acacia must be cleaned up. 
These leaves can go to the compost. 


There are other plants in the 
clean up that won’t go to the com­ 
post pile. I’m thinking of branches 
of 
oleanders 
that 
suffer 
with 
blight and fungus, of the pear, 
English hawthorn, pyracantha, and 
cotoneaster that suffers from the 
fire blight disease. Hustle these 
prunings to the burning pile. Dis­ 
eased branches must be burned so 
that none of the bacteria which 
causes death will spread to healthy 
plants. Fire is the only known 
remedy for the ugly fire blight dis­ 
ease which 
destroys 
trees 
and 
shrubs as listed. 


There are the annuals and per­ 
ennials that have finished their 
work for this season. When they 
are pulled if you see colonies of 
root aphis, root mealy bug, and lice, 
then the whole plant must go on 
the burning pile. 


THIS GOES FOR m i l d e w e d 
zinnias, mildewed dahlia leaves, 
diseased asters, and warty mari­ 
golds. Nothing like fire to get rid 
of these troubled flowers. By clear­ 
ing them off you save yourself a 
lot of work in the season to come. 


Number eight on the plan of 
the day comes pruning. I have in 
mind 
clearing 
out 
rugged, 
old 
branches which never again will 
hold forth a quality bloom. Your 
long t i m e 
s u m m e r blooming 
oleander is an example, also sum­ 
mer 
flowering 
lilac 
(buddlea). 
Branches that have finished their 
work are best pruned off, right to 
the ground. Now is a good time for 
the task. At this time you can 
easily distinguish between the new, 
young, and promising growth and 
the old, scarred wood that has 
come to the end of its usefulness.

Some Clues To Hues 
Exactly For You 


If you want a guide in choosing 
colors for a paint job or interior 
decoration, It’s easy to make a 
color wheel. It will show comple­ 
mentary colors and also how to 
mix colors. 
Draw a circle. At the point where 
12 would appear on a clock, write 
“Red’’. At 4 o’clock point write 
“Yellow.” F o r 
8 o’clock 
write 
“Blue.” 
These are the primary colors. 
Mixing them produces the second­ 
ary colors. Red and yellow make 
orange, so at the 2 o’clock point 
w r i t e “Orange.” R ed and blue 
make purple, which falls at 10 
o’clock on this dial. Blue and 
yellow 
make 
green, 
which 
is 
labeled at the 6 o'clock point. 
Draw arrows to connect colors 
which are opposite on the dial: 
From red to green, blue to orange, 
and purple to yellow. The arrows 
will show the complimentary colors 
—hues that are pleasing when used 
together. 


For tertiary colors draw another 
circle around this wheel and ex 
tend only the secondary colors 
orange, green and purple to the’ 
outer edge. Since mixing orange 
and green produces “Citron,” that 
label is placed on the outer edtf 
beyond yellow. Green and purple 
make “Olive,” which is written out 
beyond blue. Purple and orange 
produce “Russet,” at the point 
above red. 


Citron, being a greenish yellow 
or yellowish green, embraces the 
variations

chartreuse, lime, pistachio, olive 
yellow and apple green. 


Olive embraces the deep neutral 
greens often termed evergreens.

The boy Moses grew up in the Egyptian 
court, but he mourned for the plight of 
his countrymen. One day he saw an 
Egyptian overseer strike a Hebrew work­ 
er, so, infuriated, he killed the Egyptian 
and buried his body in the sand. 


Discovering that his crime was known, 
Moses fled from Egypt to Midian. At a 
well he helped the priest's daughters 
water their flocks when surly shepherds 
prevented them.

THE GOLDEN TEXT 
Unitarian Leader To Speak 
Hshrews In Slavery Were Sore Before Marin Fellowship 
Afflicted, But Cries Were Heard 


By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 
The Biblical book Exodus means 
“a going out”. It tells of the Jews’ 
sufferings under the Pharoahs who 
“knew not Joseph,” and their final 
return to Canaan. 
Seventy souls of Jacob’s family 
accompanied him to Egypt, and 
many more must have been with 
them, counting their servants, etc. 
The generation of Joseph had 
died. The reigning monarchs had 
forgotten him, but t h e y were 
troubled by the fact that from 
those who had come to Egypt, there 
had risen a great and mighty 
people, who might, the reigning 
Pharaoh thought, take sides with 
an enemy in case of an attack on 
the country. 
The Pharaoh’s first thought was 
that if he made them work hard 
enough many might die of ex­ 
haustion, so he made them build 
him two cities, Pithom and Raam- 
ses. He set brutal taskmasters over 
the workers, who k e p t driving 
them to their labors. 
The H e b r e w s still multiplied 
under this cruel treatment, so the 
Pharaoh next told the Israelitish 
midwives to kill every male child 
bom to a Hebrew mother. The mid­ 
wives r e f u s e d , however, because 
they feared God, and they gave 
the k i n g t h e excuse that the 
Hebrew mothers* babies were born 
before the midwives arrived. 
THE NEXT PLAN to rid the 
country of Hebrews was a com­ 
mand to all the people, that when­ 
ever a male child was born to a 
Jewish mother, they were to throw 
It Into the Nile. How many help­ 
less infants were sacrificed in that 
dreadful manner we do not know, 
but one mother hid her newly- 
born son, until he was too old to 
be concealed. 
Then she fashioned an ark or 
basket of bulrushes, made it water 
proof with pitch, and after putting 
the baby into it, she set it among 
the tall grasses at the side of the 
river. She posted the child’s sister 
near the spot, to watch and see 
what became of him. 
The Pharaoh’s daughter came to 
the river that morning to bathe, 
accompanied by her handmaidens. 
She saw the ark among the flags 
and sent a maid to fetch it to her. 
The baby began to cry, and the 
princess’ heart was touched, so that 
she decided to adopt it, although 
she knew it was a Jewish child. 
THE# BABY’S SISTER came to 
prince s then and asked if she 
should get a Hebrew woman to 
nurse the child for her. She as­ 
sented and so the mother nursed 
the boy and then brought him to 
the princess, who named him 
Moses, saying, “Because I drew him 
out of the water.” She adopted the 
child as her son. 
Moses was brought up in the 
Egyptian court and educated well. 
He apparently, never lost touch 
with his countrymen, however, and 


as he grew to manhood he fiercely 
resented the way the Jews were 
treated. 
One day he watched the burdens 
imposed upon them, and when he 
saw an Egyptian overseer strike 
one of his brethren, he became so 
infuriated that, looking about him 
and seeing (as he thought) no one 
looking, he killed the Egyptian and 
hid his body in the sand. 
Someone had seen him, however, 
and taunted him with the murder 
next day. Thinking that the thing 
was known to many, Moses fled 
from Egypt before the Pharoah 
could revenge the deed. He went to 
Midian. 
NOW, THE PRIEST of Midian 
had seven daughters whose duty it 
was to water their father’s flock, 
but some surly and selfish shep­ 
herds drove the girls away from 
the watering troughs. 
Moses took their part, and helped 
them with the watering, proving 
again his sense of justice, his com­ 
passion and willingness to help the 
oppressed. 
When the daughters went home, 
their father asked them why they 
came so soon. They told him of 
the young man who had aided 
them, and the father demanded to 
know why they had not brought 


him with them. *Call him,” the 
father said, “that he m ay eat 
bread.” 
Moses was content to dwell with 
Reul, the priest, who gave him one 
of his daughters, Zipporah. for his 
wife, and two sons were bom of 
the marriage. 
During the time Moses dwelt in 
Midian, the Pharaoh died. This 
was the calm period of Moses’ life, 
when undoubtedly J e h o v a h was 
maturing and training him for the 
work He had in store for him. 
MEANWHILE, the H e b r e w s , 
slaves in Egypt, called upon God to 
release them from their unbearable 
bondage. 
“And God heard their groaning«, 
and God remembered His covenant 
with Abraham, with Isaac and with 
Jacob. And God looked upon the 
children of Israel, and God had 
respect unto them.” 
This most persecuted race still 
possesses Rs amazing vitality. After 
18 centuries of persecution, cul­ 
minating in the greatest of all in 
which six million were slain in 10 
years, the r a c e still has the 
strength and ability to set up its 
own government in the face of 
great odds, in its own land of 
Israel.

STORIES OF FAMOUS HYMNS 
Wesley Brothers Were Faced 
With Early-Years Adversity 


By HORACE B. FOWEIX 
Christians of tftie world have 
been singing this fine old hymn 
for nearly 300 years but few even 
today are aware that it was born 
of bitter religious persecution and 
that Charles Wesley, its author, 
Introduced it as “a hymn to be 
sung in a tumult.** 
Charles and his brother. John, 
founders and leaders of the newly 
organised Methodist church, found 
themselves vigorously opposed by 
religious foes in England, in 1744. 
The English were at war with 
Prance and, with an invasion ex­ 
pected to dethrone King George II 
and crown the exiled ruler of the 
House of Stuart, the Methodist 
leaders and their followers were 
accused of being secretly in league 
w ith the invaders. 


Wherever members of the new 
church group tried to assemble or 
speak, their rallies were broken 
up by angry mobs. Many M ethodist 
preachers were a r r e s t e d and 
hustled off Into the army. Even 
Charles and John did not escape. 
They were hailed before a court, 
questioned *\t length about their 
religious activities and teachings, 
and otherwise annoyed and hum il­ 
iated. 
But the brothers—as in other 
trying times—refused to lose heart. 
On the contrary, they pushed their 
religious revivals even more per­ 
sistently and turned out a col­ 
lection of 33 songs, which they pub­ 
lished as "Hymns For Times of 
Trouble and Persecution.** It was 
in this volume that “Ye Servants 
of God** first appeared.

Three graduates of the Seminary 
in San Anselmo are sharing a 
unique ministry in one of the most 
important churches in the Pacific 
Northwest, When the First Presby­ 
terian Church of Yakima, Wash., 
with its 3,000 members, needed a 
pastor last year they could think 
of no better man than the Rev. 
Mark L. Koehler, D.D., San An­ 
selmo, '40, who had been serving 
them as associate pastor. It was an 
added thrill to him when the con­

pastor. .The two men were installed 
in a joint service of installation by 
the Presbytery of Walla Walla in 
September, 1960.

the annals of * the Presbyterian 
church in the west. Bomberg came 
from Gilroy. 
DR. KOEHLER S leadership is 
already m a k i n g itself felt in 
church and community. He is al­ 
ways approachable by any one with 
a question or a need, and lacks 
entirely the “big church preacher 
attitude” in his dealings with men. 
One of the strongest features of his 
ministry is the large week-night 
Bible study and prayer meeting 
which averages over 200 and often 
reaches an attendance of 300.

Judy Holliday Won't Repeat 
Character That Won Oscar

HOLLYWOOD (/P)—You’ve seen 
the last of Billie Dawn, declares 
Judy Holliday. 
Judy is working in Hollywood for 
the first time since she won the 
Academy Award for her role as 
the squeaky-voiced Billie in ‘ Born 
Yesterday.’* It was a performance 
that won the acclaim of movie 
fans everywhere. But Miss Holliday 
said she’ll never again play the 
same type of role. 
“Six years was enough,** she 
remarked. (She played “Born Yes­ 
terday” that long on the stage and 
for the movies.) “If you’re a per­ 
former — that is, if you don’t mind 
performing the same act all the 
time — then it wouldn’t be so 
bad. But if you have ambitions of 
being an actress, as I do, there s no 
future in repeating the same kind 
of role indefinitely.” 
I mentioned the seeming incon­ 
sistency that she uses the Billie 
Dawn voice on radio s The Big 
Show, for which she is signed to 
make 13 appearances. 
"RADIO IS DIFFERENT.** she 
replied. “You merely rehearse it a 
few times and you do it. Radio is 
easy work for an actress.” 
Judy is going far afield in her 


first movie since “Born Yesterday.” 
The picture is “The Marrying 
Kind.” and she describes it as not 
a comedy but a “drama with com­ 
edy overtones.” She has dropped 
her voice an octave or so from the 
previous film and uses nearly her 
normal tones. 
Despite her dumb-bionde por­ 
trayal, she is the studious type 
and is intensely serious about her 
career. She refuses to live in Hol­ 
lywood and is eager to escape to 
her New York home when the 
picture finishes next month. 
“I don’t live here because I make 
only one picture a year,” she ex­ 
plained. “I made that kind of a 
deal because I wanted to devote 
most of my time to the theater. 
Unfortunately, the theater hasn’t 
been as thoughtful with me.”

BOOK FOR GEWGAW BUYERS 
LITERARY GUIDEPOST 
Author-Merchant Attempts 
To Improve Public's Taste 


Two Good Authors Analyze 
MacArthur Controversy

"It was just like water drop­ 
ping 
on 
stones," said 
Richard 
E 
mp. “I finally broke under the 
tation of the public asking for 
•uch horrible things." 
That’s why the Sausalito owner 
•f one of San Francisco’s most 
famous art and home furnishing 
stores sat down and wrote “Good 
Taste Costs No More,” published 
last week by Doubleday Sc Co. The 
Idea of the book is to ‘‘wake people 
up to how they’ve been bam­ 
boozled,” says Gump. 
HE SETS OUT TO EXPLAIN, 
In a style that's “definitely not 
long-hair,” that: 
Age is not an automatic measure 
of value. 
The relics of the renowned are 
not necessarily desirable. 


A foreign stamp is no criterion 
of extra value. 
Costliness does not necessarily 
assure comeliness. 
A master doesn’t always create a 
masterpiece. 
Overelaboration is not beauty. 
The latest thing is not neces­ 
sarily the best thing. 
It’s crazy to live beyond your 
means financially or culturally. 
THE BOOK, COPIOUSLY il­ 
lustrated with photographs and de­ 
lightful cartoons by Gerhardt Hurt 
of Mill Valley, minces no words as 
it shows why there’s no point to 
trying to keep up with the Joneses 
because “the Joneses are jerks.” 
In doing this Gump also reveals a 
few tricks of the trade which show 
“how the public is hypnotized.’’ 
All of this is well calculated to 
annoy “the trade”. The more suc­ 


cessful the book, says the author 
hopefully, the more annoyed the 
trade will get. And it won’t be the 
first time either. 
In 1946, he wrote an article in 
Retail Daily called “It’s Time for 
Taste”. Then, Gump recalled, “I 
heard in a sort of sub-rosa fashion 
that people were saying ‘Who does 
he think he is ?” 
FIRST AND MOST OBVIOUS 
answer is: a Gump, son of a long 
line of San Francisco merchants 
who have dealt in expensive and 
exclusive European and Oriental 
art objects. 
To some people he’s just Dick 
Gump, an organizer of Glucken- 
heimer’s German Band, who plays 
the clarinet in that wacky musical 
throwback to a happier Teutonic 
age and occasionally sings in a 
broken tenor his own composition 
"Trlnk Mein Liebling dein Bier”. 
He has had his symphonic works 
played by the Honolulu Symphony 
and the Oakland Symphony Or­ 
chestras. Recently he wrote a male 
choral “Gift of December” from 
a poem by Rev. Ernest Bradley of 
San Rafael. 
Although he quit violin lessons 
at the age of ten to become a pro­ 
fessional baseball player, he later 
studied every instrument in an 
orchestra. His athletic career didn’t 
last long, however, because several 
years later, he shot himself in the 
leg accidentally while on a rabbit 
hunt. 
AH A RESULT, the boy turned 
to painting water colors, doing 
designs for houses and he began 
to contemplate a career as an 
architect. In this connection he 
learned a great deal from his ar­ 
chitect uncle Milton Latham. He 
also began spending a lot of time 
in the Interior design department 
of the store and after a couple of 
years at Stanford quit to devote 
full time to the family business. 
In his early 20s he was sent to 
Europe to study the market there 
and later to Constantinople to buy 
rugs. In these years of study and 
travel, he learned many of the 
facts 
about 
good 
workmanship 
that he tries to get across to the 
public in his book. He saw good 
and bad design in every country; 
found the varied products interest­ 
ing and stimulating. By the end 
of the war, he had taken over

But the same 
chapter proves graphically how 
important the MacArthur contro­ 
versy seemed to the public. When 
he was fired, the White House re­ 
ceived about 14 times as many pro­ 
tests as Roosevelt’s Supreme Court 
plan drew; and more than four 
times as much litter was thrown 
into New York streets for Mac­ 
Arthur as for Eisenhower. 
The authors believe all this to- 
do would better have been a not- 
to-do. While they note Important

About a year ago, Gump ap­ 
peared on Donald Friede’s “Books, 
Inc.” radio show as a guest to dis­ 
cus some new books on aesthetics.

hts 
drive back to the Philippines, the 
rehabilitation of Japan, the initial 
Korea strategy, they nevertheless 
bring drastic charges against him: 
Wrong forecasts about Japan in 
1939, North Korea and China in 
1950; tragically delayed decisions

Philippines; denial of credit to 
subordinates; Inaccurate, mislead­ 
ing communiques; unpreparedness 
when the Reds attacked in Korea 
so that, we are told, he “led 
American arms to one of the most 
ignominious defeats in American 
history.”

This is precisely the policy against 
which MacArthur spoke out after 
having been ordered by the Presi­ 
dent to hold his tongue. That is, 
MacArthur denies Moscow is the 
main foe, denies Europe special 
importance in U.S. strategy, says 
we need no allies, calls limited 
war a kind of appeasement. 
If you agree with these authors 
In their Interpretations and con­ 
clusions,

enjoy 
every 
word in this book; if you dis­ 
agree. you will shout for a book 
burning. In either case, this is 
written with nothing less than 
brilliance by a Pulitzer prize win­ 
ner, a New Yorker staffer, and

another Pulitzer prize winner, the 
Washington Posts Herblock. The 
three are masters at not pouring 
oil on troubled waters.—W. G.
